Hock in the board room of the Police Com- 
Missioners. Pennock repeated his origin al 
Statement in the presence of his partner in 
crime, who weakened visibly when he saw 
beyond doubt that the latter had ‘* 'fessed 
up. : 

As Pennock concluded bis statement Chief 
Desmond pointed to Robertson and asked 
him: 'Was this man with you?’’

REVOLT IN BRAZIL. 


A Portion of the Navy Threatens the Cap- 
ital With Bombardment. 


New York, Sept. 8.—The latest advices 

from Brazil give evidence that another re- 
volt against the established government has 
been added to the history ot that land of 
revolutions. A squadr@qn of the navy, led by 
Admiral Melo, and consisting of the 
cruisers Aquedaban, the Republicas and 
the Wagans, and three torpedo boats 
are about to shelithe city of Rio de Janeiro. 
It is said that the commanders of foreign war 
ships id the harbor have decided to prevent 
the bombardment of the city by revolution- 
ary squadrons. 

The army still remains loyal to President 
Peixoto, andthe artillery in the fortress of 
San Cruz, which commands the entrance to 
the bay, are under fighting orders, and will 
not now await an attack by. the squadron, as 
was first intended, but will open fire upon 
the men-of-war ifthey come anywhere with- 
in range. 

The cause of the revolt is the vetoing by 
the President ofan act ofthe Brazillian Con- 
gress concerning the succession to the Presi- 
dency. 

Peixoto became Vice-President when the 
republic was established and succeeded Da 
Fonseca when the Dictator was forced to 
yield the reins of government. Like all 
South Americans who held places of power 
Floriano Peixoto isa military hero. He was 
a member of the Provisional Government 
and placed in his office by Congress. He, 
like Fonseca, earned his laurels in the war 
with Paraguay and served with Dom Pedro’s 
son-in-law,Count d’Eu,in the last campaign, 
which proved’ the utter annihilation of the 
devoted band 
followed the 
trepid Lopez. crafty, 
and on the subject of loyalty he has the ideas 
ofan Italian Condottiere of the fifteenth 
century. He was the trusted friend of 
Viscount Ouro Preto, and when the Republic 
was procietmed he held command of the 
rrison of Rio as Adjutant-General ap- 
Inted by Viscount Ouro Preto. 

He was the first military authority of the 
country, and three Gays before the revolation 
he wrote to the Brazilian Prime Minister: 
our excellency can rely entirely upon 
me. Ihave sufficient means to quell any in- 
surrection.’’ 

On the same day, as was afterwards 
proved, he had a conference with Fonseca, 
and promised the latter his support. Till the 
last moment he stood at Viscount Ouro Pre- 
to’s side gr orders, Dut when Fonseca 
arrived with the revolted troops Peixoto 
assed over tothe enemy with his soldiers. 
Soon after the revolution he became Minister 
of War and quarreled with Fonseca, who 
never spoke of him again without calling him 
a traitor. 


CONFESSED ON THE SCAFFOLD 


Bill Smith Hanged at Camden (Ark.) for 
Murder. 


CAMDEN, Ark., Sept. 8.—Bill Smith, the 
negro who murdered Farmer Pierce inthis 
county last fall and who was by the Governor 
twice respited, paid the penalty of his deed 
on the scaffold at 6:50 o’clock this morning, 
Sherif Hamilton doing the work. Smith 
madea full confession on the scaffold, im- 
plicating his son-in-law, Isham Turner, and 
a women named Haley Carr. He died within 
three minutes after the trap fell through.

SHOT DEAD. 


Shannon Walsh of St. Lonis 
Killed Near Trinidad, Colo. 


He Was Murdered in Oold Blood by 
Mexican Desperadoes. 


A POSSE PURSUES THE MURDERERS IN 
THE DIRECTION OF TAOS. 


The Assassins Were Thee Vigil and a Man 
Wamed Martinis—The Murdered Man a 
Son of John Walsh and a Nephew of 
Julius 8. Walsh—The Remains to Be 
Brought Here for Burial. 


Willis Shannon Walsh, a well known young 
St. Louisan, whose home for the past year 
has been in Washington, D. C., was foully 
murdered near Aguilar, a coal mining camp 
twenty miles from Trinidad, Colo., on Mon- 
day last. 

Mr. Walsh was a son of Mr. John A. Walsh, 
deceased, and a nephew of Mr. Julius Walsh, 
President of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Oo. 

Young Shannon Walsh, as he was always 
known during his residence in this city, had 
gone to Colorado in search of 
health, He was staying with a 
triend, Mr. John J. Key, at the latter’s ranch

on the Upper Apishopa. On Monday last he 
left the ranch, going to Agullar to do some 
trading. The little mining camp was kept in 
an uproar that day by a group of Mexicans 
who were drinking and carousing. Walsh 
kept out of their way, and having concluded 
his business started for home about 7 o’clock 
Iimthe evening. He had not escaped the 
notice of the Mexicans, and shortly after- 
wards they left town, starting in the same 
direction. They overtook him about 8 o’clock 
and without warning two of them fred at 
him.one of the shots taking effect and kifli- 
ing himinstantly. MIS assassins were Theo 
Vigil and a man named Martinis... After the 
killing the Mexicans headed for Taos, New 
Mexico, with a posse of thirty armed men in 
pursuit. 
HOW HIS REBATIVES LEARNED IT. 

The telegrapbic despatches gave the young 


man's name as W. T. Walsh and stated that 
he was a young Englishman. This threw 
even his friends in this city off suspicion, 
Mr. Julius Walsh received his 
first intimation of the 
man’s death from bis mother in Washington, 
who had received word direct from Mr. Key. 
Mr. Walsh telegraphed at once for full par- 
ticulars and received word this morning that 
the body had been embalmed and would 
be shipped from Trinidad to-day for St. Louis. 
Mr. Key added that he had written full par- 
ticulars,and mailed them, and that they 
would follow close on the heels of his tele- 
ram. The telegrams which appeared in the 
st. uls papers were fac similes ofan 
account published in the Rocky Mountain 
News of Denver, Colo. 
Shannon Walsh was the eldest son ofa 
very prominent St. Louls family. He was 
only 20 years of age at the time of his un- 
timely taking off, and among those who 
knew him was accounted a youth of much 
promise. He had been attending George- 
town College, the celebrated Jesuit University 
near Washington, D. C., and while recog- 
niged asa clever student, was best known 
at College for his prowess ih field sports. The 
hardships of training proved too much for 
his constitution and his health broke down. 
Last winter he spentin the South, and when 
summer,came on he thought to try the bracing 
climate of the West. He had regained his 
health and was looking forward to the return 
to study and the completion of his collegiate 
career, when his life was cut short. He was 
born and raised in St. Louls, 
but had not spent much of 
his time here for the last few years. Young 
men who were boys eight years ago and lived 
in the vicinity of Grand and Finney avenues 
will remember Shannon Walsh. He was 12 
years of age when his father died and after 
that bis mother took him, his brother 
DeMierand his sisters, Sally and Marie, to 
Washington, where she placed them ac 
school, the boys being sent to the Jesuit Un- 
versity and the giris to the Visitation Acad. 
emy. Their mother remained at 
capital during the scholastic year 
to be near her children. After 
that Shannon Walsh spent only his summers 
in St. Louis, the family always staying at 
theirhomeon Finney near Grand avenue. 
Last summer a year ago was the last time 
he was in St. Louis, but he expected to come 
back here on his way home from the 
West. He was a handsume young man; not 
tall, Dut compactly built, and carried him 
self gracefully. His manners were engaging. 
An enthusiastic athlete; his habits were reg. 
ular and his mode of life abstemious. 


SON OF A CELEBRATED BEAUTY. 
Shannon Walsh’s father was one of St. 
Louis’ best known citizens. He was a 


brother to Julius and Edward Walsh, Jr., 
and his sisters are Mrs. Solon Humphreys 
and Mrs. B. M. Chambers. His mother was 
equally well Known. She was Miss Salle 
Shannon of Lawrence, Kan., a daughter of 
ex-Gov. Shannon of that State. It was 
after his grandfather that the young man 
was called. Mrs. Walsh was a noted beauty 
and reigned for years as queen over her 
social set. Since her husbaud’s death, eight 
ears ago, she has spent only her summers 
n St. ulis, the rest of the year 
being spent with her children in Washing 
ton. Just about this time last summer she 
was married to Dr. W. W. Johnston, one of 
the most prominent physicians at the capl- 
tal. After that the st. ulis home was given 
up and the family have taken up their per- 
manent residence in Washington. 


HIS REMAINS ON THE WAY. 
Julius 8. Walsh, the young man’s

CAPITAL GOSSIP.

Outsiders to Be Barred From Territorial 
Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, D. G., Sept. 8. — There 
is a growing disposition in the 
Senate to oppose the presidential nomina- 
tions of outside parties to offices in the Ter- 
ritories. The Republicans have naturally 


taken a quite decided stand upon this ques- 
tion, and there are understood to de some 
Democratic Senators who agree with them 
as to the wisdom of observing the home rule 
doctrine in these matters, but none of these 
have so far assertéd their opinion tothe ex- 
tent of antagonizing any special appoint- 
ments. The Republicans called for a vote in 
the Senate a day or two since upon the eon 
firmation of several appointments to 
land office positions in Oklahoma in 
violation of the home rule doctrine; 
and the fact is gradually becoming known 
that this action in the Senate had been pre- 
ceded by a spirited contest in the Committee 
on Public Lands. When the Committee on 
Indian Affairs met yesterday, the fact was 
soon made apparent that the committee 
would be called upon fo pass upon a number 
of appointments ofthis character. The op- 
position at once made itself manifest. The 
consequence was that the committee room 
became the scene of some very animated 
talk and that the cammittee did not decide 
to make favorable reports upon these nomi- 
nations. This does not necessarily man 
that the nominations will be rejected finally, 
dut that they are tied up because of the 
present opposition in committee and when 
they ate reported, if they shouid be, they are 
likely also to encounter opposition in the 
Senate.

The taxable rate of such issues as described 
in the circularis10 per cent on the dollar. 
The number now in circulation is belle ved to 
be very heavy, as they have taken the place 
—during the financial stringency—of cur- 
rency and money. Whether the issues in- 
clude clearing-house certificates is a ques- 
tion treasury officials decline to discuss, in- 
timating that the question is a legal one that 
may call for a judicial decision from the 
courts. 


Swedish iron billets and blooms, jute, but- 
tons, hops and curled hair were the various 
subjects discussed bef®re the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day. N. A. Gilbert of 
Cleveland, representing the Shelby (O.) Steel 
Co., appeared first to argue for the removal 
of the duty on Swedish hollow steel 
billets and blooms. He explained that 
this Swedish steel was used for 
the manufacture of bicycle tubing. This 
tubing, until the Shelby company was start- 
ed, was manutactured only at Birmingham, 
England. The process was purchased by the 
Shelby company in 1891 and the industry 
Started. The Swedish steel used, he said, 
had peculiar propertieswhich enabled it to be 
= drawn for the formation of seamless 

ubes. 

It was produced nowhere else in the world. 
Over 2,000,000 feet of this tubing had been 
manufactured by this firm out of this Swed- 
ish raw material, on which over $38,000 of 
duties had been paid under the reg. 
ular steel schedule imposing a duty 
of 11-6 cents per pound, Inasmuch as 
this class of steel was not produced 
in this country, Mr. Gilbert contended that 
the duty imposed an unnecessary 1 
on the country.

The President Refuses to Put An Agree- 
ment to This End in Bleck on White— 
Cabinet Conferences a Significant 
Dinner—Proposals T Endfhg the 
Obstruction in the Senate—Ministers 
and Consuls Named—Capitol Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., sept. 8.—Impértant 
developments may de expected in the Senate 
within a few days, The Southern Democrats 
are begging of Senator Gorman and the 
friends of the Administration for quarter. 
They will take anything in the way of a com - 
promise, All they want is some slight ex- 
cuse to gracefully withdraw themselves from 
their embarrassing position, These silver 
Democrats claim that they must have some 
small concession in order to square them- 
selves with their constituents and appear to 
be consistent. The leaders of them have con- 
fessed to Senator Gorman that he out- 
generaled them and tuer are ready 
to surrender. They ask for mercy 
in the shape of concession. They do not 
wish to continue the policy of delay, for they 
see that in the long run they have nothing to 
gain and they are only injuring their party. 
Senator Gorman communicated this condi- 
tion of affairs dt the Cabinet meeting last 
night. 

At the Cabinet meeting the President said 
he was much annoyed at the way the repeal 
bill is being delayed in the Senate. Heis 
contemplating some little concessions to the 
silver men, but not until the repeal bill is 
passed. For one thing, he is dis- 
posed to have his friends in 
the Senate support the resolution of Senator 
Morgan providing fora Financial Commis- 
sion. All these phases of the situation were 
being discussed atthe Cabinet meeting last 
night. 

While the informal meeting was being held 
a very significant dinner was being given by 
Gen. Upshaw, who has been the go-between 
of the silver Democrats and the Administra- 
tion. At the dinner were Senators Harris, 
Vest, Morgan and Vice-President Stevenson. 
Itis understood that during the dinner the 
silver men were given their terms of surren- 
der and arranged to negotiate with the anti- 
silver Democrats. 
xf was decided late last night 
at the Cabinet meetiug that there would 
be no compromise in black and white. The 
President will agree td make, concession¢? 
after the Sherman law has been repealed, 
which will be satisfactory to the silver Dem- 
crats, One reason the President gives for 
not agreeing to a compromise to the repeal 
bill is that the Republicans would not ac- 
quiesce. The answer of the Administration

PIERRE LORILLARD’S FUTURE. 


The Millionaire Master of Rancocas May 
Return to the Turf Next Season. 


The horses iu training campaigned by Mr. 
Pierre Lorillard, the millionaire tobacco 
merchant, under the colors of the Rancocas 
stable, were disposed of at auction, at the 
Sheepshead Bay track yesterday, The 
horses sold included Lamplighter, which was 
purchased by G. F. Walbaum, the Gutten- 
berg magnate, for $20,000. Johnny McCaf- 
Pferty started the brown colt at 816.000 
and then John Huggins and Walbaum 
had the bidding to themselves. Billy liarrick 
bought Curacoa for $6.50); Richard Croker, 
Flirt, for $5,200 and J. E. McDonald, Ru dicon 
for $5,106. Johnny McCafferty secured 
Yemen for $3,109. Mr. Lorrillard 
sold everything except his yearlings 
which he may return to the turf with again 
next season, providing his health permits. 
The master of Rancovas will spend the win- 
ter in Southern California. This is the sec- 
ond time he sold out a string of horses in 
training: It willbe remembered that in 18828 
he disposed of twenty-seven head, including 
Dew Drop, Winifred and numerous other 
high-grade ones, for nearly $150,000. Mr. 
Lorillard is one of the most noted turfmen in 
this country, being the only American that 
ever went over to England and won the 
world-famous English Derby. It was in 1881, 
his colt Iroquois, now in the stud at Belie 
Meade, with Archer up, captured the 
greatest race of the year in Eu- 
land. Mr. Lorillard’s luck of late years 
has not been extra good. This spring it was 
thought he had most of the big handicaps of 
the season at his mercy with Lamplighter, 
Locahatchee and La Tosca, but the two lat- 
ter went wrong and Spendathrift’s son did not 
commence to perform in great shape until 
the last two weeks.

A CHICAGO SUICIDE. 


Death of a Woman Desertedia a Strange 
Hotel by Her Hushand. 


CHIC AGO, Sept. 8.—Guests in the Galt 
House were aroused a few minutes after 2 
o’clock this morning by a shot that was fired 
in room 24, to which at 8 o’clock last evening 
had been assigned to a couple who registered 
asT, Hastings and wife, New York. The 
door was forced open andthe woman found 
unconscious in bed. In her left side was a 
bullet wound, and near her was a revoiver. 
She was alone, and all the circumstances 
surrounding the case point to suicide. 

After registering at the hotel the woman 
was shown to her room, and the man, who 
registered as her husband, left at once, say- 
ing he would return in a short time. He did 
not come back., however, during the night. 
A physician was called, who made prolonged 
efforis to restore the woman to conscious- 
ness, but falled, and at 8o'clock this morn- 
ing she was removed tothe ounty Hospital, 
where she died a few hours afterward. 

Papers found in the room show that the 
woman’s name was Mrs. Berthold Hopper. 
In the woman’s trunk was a marria cer 
tificate showinz that Sept. 6, 
Flynn, Alderman of the First District of New 
York, had married Lelia A. Hallock of New 
York aud Berthold Hopper of Morichea, 
L. I. The woman was abouf 80 years old and 
stylishly dressed.

They are the least able to carry a burden of 
trickery, chicanery and flat swindling. 
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CERTIFICATE CURRENCY. 

Some of the banks, particularly in the 
Eastern money centers, will squirm under 
the order of Commissioner Miller to enforce 
the collection of the 10 per cent tax on cer- 
tificates of deposit issued and used as cur- 
rency, but that order isin compliance with 
law and will nip in the bud a dangerous 
practice which has grown out of the 
financial stringency. 

If the banks need such certificates in 
order to meet their obligations and to tide 
over difficulties in a crisis they are doing 
business on an unlawful and fraudulent 
basis which threatens loss to all who deal 
with them. . 

If they do not need such certificates, by 
their use they deprive depositors of their 
just rights and dues for their own profit. 
When a bank meets checks with certificate 
currency, it practically doubles its re- 
sources. It paysits debts with promises 
to pay and retains the money belonging to 
and needed by others for its own profitable 
use. It may thus, by a dishonest trick, 
compel a customer to pay a high premium 
for his own money for its benefit 
orcompel him to buy money elsewhere 
while it is selling his money in the mar- 
ket, which amounts to the same thing. 

Instances have been known in which 

greedy financiers in control of a bank have 
forced certificates upon customers in pay- 
ment of checks and drafts and then sold 
them money at high rates. 
The privilege of freely issuing and using 
certificates as currency enables the banks 
to control the currency and gives opportu- 
nity to unscrupulous money sharks to 
form conspiracies to corner the money 
market. 

The agreement of the banks to use 
clearing-house certificates among them- 
selves is a matter that little concerns the 
public, and the legal status of these cer- 
tificates is, as Commissioner Miller sug- 
gests, a question for the decision of the 
courts. But their general use to meet obli- 
gations profoundly concerns the public, 

The only justification for this general 
use is need and the condition of need is an 
unlawful condition forthe banking busi- 
ness. Theonly safety, the only protection 
forthe people liesin the strict enforce- 
ment of the law at all times and under all 


circumstances.

THE TRAIN ROBBERY QUESTION. 


The responsibility of a railroad corpora- 
tion in the matter of preventing train rob- 
beries becomes clear when its duty to the 
traveling public under the law and in 
justice is thoroughly considered. 

The railroad company assumes care of 

the passengers who entrust their lives and 
property to its keeping—care far more 
complete than that assumed by the hotel- 
keeper over his guests. It is bound to see 
that its passengers are subjected to no un- 
necessary risks and are neither delayed in 
their journey nor placed in danger of los- 
ing life, limb or possessions through no 
fault of theirown. It is bound to assure 
them the care atall times of trustworthy 
employes. 

The railroad company is bound to run 
itstrains without unnecessary stoppage, 
delay or interference which may derange 
ite schedule, obstruct the track or other- 
wise increase the danger of accidents. To 
do this the train must be run in absolute 
control of expert employes and under 
orders from operating officials. 

But the railroad company cannot meet 
any of these obligations when a train is cap- 
tured and held by a gang of desperadoes. It 
gives up its passengers to robbers for 
pillage, injury or death as they may will. 
It yields the entire control of the train to 
desperadoes wholly indifferent to the con- 
sequences and to the fate of the passengers 
entrusted to its care. These desperadoes 
may order the train stopped, held indefi- 
nitely, run forward or backed without 
knowledge of or regard for the risks in- 
volved. The conductor, engineer, fireman 
and brakeman, charged with the control 
and care of the train, are subject to the 
will of lawless outsiders. 
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occurrence is it not bound to guard 
against them by the employment of an 
armed force, as it is bound to guard 
against blunders by the employment of 
skiliful and faithful conductors engineers 
and train dispatchers? 

Tho enforcement of the responsibility of 
railroads for the running of their trains 
and the protection of their passengers 
from desperadoes is rapidly becoming im- 
perative by reason of the frequency of 
train robberies. The duty of express com- 
panies to protect their messengers from 
violence and death may also be enforced. 
Corporations are privileged creatures ot 
the law and must be compelled to per- 
form the duties they will not voluntarily 
perform.

THE LAGGING SIRE. 

One of the greatest problems confronting 
some grown families is that of determining 
which of them shall support the aged 
father, who has lived to be dependent upon 
them instead of considerately dying when 
he was no longer able to take care of him- 
self and pay his own expenses. 

Sometimes this problem is easily solved 
by one kind-hearted member of the family 
taking entire charge of the old gentleman, 
and finally laying him to rest when his 
days have been numbered and his troubles 
are over. 

There are instances, however, where the 
kind-hearted son or daughter is too poor 
to fully provide for the gray-haired sire, 
and then there is vexatioh and confusion. 
A man in New York has just applied to the 
Commissioner of Charities for the legal 
means. to compel his two brothers 

to aid him in the support of 
his father, who is an inmate 
of the Columbus Hospital, where the 
cost of his maintenance is 50 a month. 

The brother whose aid is pen 
asked, may not, however, find time to ap- 
pear before the Commissioners, as he is 
the senior partner in a prosperous busi- 
ness, amember of the Reform Club, the 
Southern Society, the Yale Alumni Asso- 
ciation, a political club, the New York 
Athletic Club, the Commonwealth Club 
and the Sons of the Revolution. His in- 
come is estimated at $10,000. Another 
brother has a salary of $150 a month. 

It is hard to look on these things with- 
out feeling indignation, but they come to 
the surface occasionally to disgrace human 

nature. Even supposing that in the fore- 
going instance the old gentleman had de- 
served neglect, common fairness would not 
have permitted the poor brother to bear all 
the expense of his maintenance. His at- 
tention to duty should have inspired his 
brothers to follow his example.

The temptation to extrava- 
gance lurking in a surplus was used to its 
utmost in order to make still higher du 
ties and still more protection palatable to 
a victimized people.

It is contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the law; its purpose is to depress 
wages, deprive organized labor of its 
power and influence by means of a large 
surplus supply of workingmen ready to 
work at starvation wages, and enable self- 
ish employers to get absolute control of 
the labor market, Anexample should be 
made of a few of these lawbreakers. They 
must be taught torespect the law and stop 
debasing the population with a vicious 
and unsocial element.

Stone, It is thought that 
the Governor will accept the resignations, 
but that Judge Phillips of the Federal Court, 

upon whose order they are committed to 


jail, will refuse to liberate them, and there 
will thas be raised another question affecting 
the relation of State and Federal authority 


in this matter. 

The three * risoned 88 are B. R. F. 
Copenhaver, Thomas . Nevitt and George 
H. Lyons. They are 2 contempt of the 
United States Court in refasing to order a tax 
levy to meet the bonded indebtedness of the 
count Heretofore the Judges, when com- 
mitted for 1 ag have only been in jail 
ostensibly. They had the liberty of the jail 
building and could roam through the sur- 
rounaing locality whenever they pleased.

ST. CLAIR COUNTY JUDGES, 


They Will Tender Their Resignations to 
Gov. Stone—A New Question. 


KANSAS City, Mo., Sept. 8.—The imprisoned 
St. Clair County Judges may raise a new 
point in the celebrated bond case. It is be- 
lieved that they will all three tender their 
resignation to Gov. Stone, It is thought that 
the Governor will accept the resignations, 
but that Judge Phillips of the Federal Court, 
upon whose order they are committed to 


jail, will refuse to liberate them, and there 
will thas be raised another question affecting 
the relation of State and Federal authority 
ia this matter. 
The three imprisoned Judges are B. R. F. 
Copenhaver, Thomas D. Nevitt and George 
H. Lyons. ‘They are in contempt of the 
United States Courtin refusing to order a tax 
levy to meet the bonded indebtedness of the 
county. Heretofore the Judges, when com- 
mitted for contempt, have only been in 32 
ostensibly. They bad the liberty of the jall 
building and could roam through the sur- 
rounaing locality whenever they pleased. 
Their room in the jail building was never 
locked except when they chose to turn the 
* in the door themselves. 
his treatment of the Judges, however, lis 

atan end. They will now have to conform 
to the jall rules. 
Last Monday the three Judges called at the 
Federal Building to see Judge Phillips. He 
refused to see them. Wallace M. Lawton, 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Clair County, 
went into Judge Phillips’ chambers. After 
waiting pearly an hour the Judge spoke to 
Lawton telling him that he was done with 
the St. Clair County people, thathe had 
nothing to say to the Judges, and that they 
could go back to jall. Tney obeyed, and later 
in the day Marshal Stewart had a conference 
with Judge Phillips. 

The Marshal was given to anderstand that 
the liberties granted by him tothe Judges in 
the past mustend. He went back tothe jail 
andatew minutes later the Judges were 
taken to the room assigned them on the 
fourth floor and locked up. The room was

3 Phillips is greatly displeased with 
the result of che election in St. Clair County, 
as it was due to him thatthe holders of the 
bonds agreed to accept 50 cents on the dollar 
in payment of their claims. He considered 
it a remarkably favorable opportunity for 
the county, but when at the election last 
week the proposition was voted down by a 
majority of ten to one, it Decame apparent 
that the Judge’s efforts to effect a compro- 
mise were in vain.

The local com- 
munity at Seventeenth and Pine streets as- 
sembled in the convent chapel at 6 o’clock 
this morning and listened to solemn high 
mass, celebrated by ne of the Jesuit fathers 
from the St. Louis University. Memorable 
though the occasion, it was unmarked by 
pomp or impressive ceremony other than 
the early mass. Até4o’clock this afternoon 
there will be solomn benediction in the cop- 
vent chapel. At the close of the service 
there will be a solemn dedication to the 
sacred heart of Jesus of all the houses of the 
order subject to the local institution which Is 
the headquarters for the province, These 
convents are at Peoria, III., Kansas City, 
Mo., Denver, Colo., Chicago, where 
there are two, and the Industrial 


School at Normandy near this city. These 
Gedicatory exercises will complete the ser- 
vices in honor ofthe half century career of 
perhaps the most noble of the religious bod- 
les. It isacloistered order, and the local 
convent, which is at the head of all the in- 
stitutions of the kind in the West, commem- 
orates to-day the golden jubilee of its own 
foundation as well as of the introduction of 
the order to the United States. For the Con- 
vent of the Good Shepherd at Seventeenth and 
Pine streets was one of the first homes 
of the order in this country. In 1843, Arch- 
Dishop Kenrick invited a community of the 
order to founu a convent in this city, and he 
built the main edifice or the structure for 
their use, the stretch of ground from Seven- 
teenth to Eighteenth streets, Chestnut to 
Pine streets, having been given to the sisters 
by Mme. Anna Lucas Hunt. Wings were 
added to the main Dbullding from 
time to time to meet the grow 
ing needs of tne institution, but 
the covent has been always self-supporting, 
rarely calling upon the public for heip. 
Their sources of income are laundry, tailor, 
shirt and fancy work, fine sewing, embroid- 
ery, painting, a few yearly subscriptions and 
sundry bequests. 

The work ofthe Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd is well known. The habeas corpus 
actions brought against the Columbus (0.)
